MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 


To  The  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Long  Eaton  U.D.C. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this,  my  thirteenth,  Annual  Report. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health  Committee  passed  the 
following  Resolution:  “That  the  Public  Health  Committee  voluntarily 
refrain  from  smoking  and  recommend  that  the  item  be  placed  on  all 
Committee  agendas  so  that  each  Committee  can  make  up  its  own  mind 
with  regard  to  the  question  of  smoking.”  This  was  subsequently 
debated  and  confirmed  in  full  Council.  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Chairman  thereof,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their 
willingness  to  give  a  lead  to  the  community  and  to  the  younger  citizens 
of  the  town  in  particular,  towards  positive  health.  No  one  has  any 
desire  to  deny  pleasurable  habits  or  happiness  to  future  responsible 
citizens,  but  to  indicate  to  them  that  they  have  a  right  to  make  their 
own  decision  concerning  health  matters  on  the  evidence  available  to 
them  from  medical  research  and  resources  the  world  over.  Why  should 
one  run  the  risk  of  being  the  one  in  eight  heavy  smokers  who  die  from 
cancer  of  the  lung?  Why  assist  the  development  of  damage  to  the  lung, 
bronchitis,  duodenal  ulcer,  coronary  thrombosis,  arterial  degeneration 
and  even  cancer  of  the  bladder.  If  the  latter  disease  occurred  in  indus¬ 
try,  it  would  be  labelled  an  Industrial  Hazard. 

The  same  resolution,  at  the  request  of  the  Health  Committee,  was 
placed  before  all  other  committees  of  the  council,  who  kindly  noted  its 
contents.  May  I  say  how  much  I  have  been  impressed  by  all  Councillors 
during  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Committees.  I  am  sure  they 
have  not  only  shown  their  control  over  the  ‘Noxious  Weed’  (Dr. 
Johnson),  but  improved  their  health  and  temper  accordingly. 
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One  Committee  of  the  Council  having  specialy  onerous  duties  is 
the  Housing  Management  Committee.  This  Committee  has  a  most 
unenviable  task  indeed;  that  ol  selecting  tenants  for  Council  Housing; 
investigating  all  cases  as  thoroughly  as  possible  and  exercising  the 
judgement  of  Solomon  to  arrive  at  a  fair  and  proper  decision.  One 
aspect  of  this  Committee’s  work  should  be  mentioned,  namely  the 
amount  of  time  and  effort  that  is  devoted  to  rent  arrears  and  problem 
cases.  These  cases  often  involve  family  illness,  lack  of  maintenance  of  a 
suitable  standard  of  housekeeping,  cleanliness,  and  if  often  associated 
with  lack  of  proper  care  of  children.  The  appropriate  Sub-Committee 
invite  all  such  families  for  interview,  so  that  the  full  facts  can  be  made 
known,  since  the  members  are  anxious  to  assist  such  families,  either  by 
the  appropriate  advice  or  help,  in  anv  way  they  can  by  getting  the 
assistance,  where  appropriate,  of  the  Welfare  Services,  Probation 
Service,  Ministry  of  Social  Security,  Family  Doctor,  Mental  Health 
Service,  etc. 

It  is  sad  to  have  to  state  that  very  few  tenants  when  in  trouble,  do  in 
fact  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  coming  forward  and  stating 
their  difficulties  to  the  Sub-Committee  in  person.  It  is  only  after 
repeated  efforts  to  assist  such  families  as  these,  that  consideration  is 
given  to  eviction.  Every  effort  is  made  to  rehabilitate  the  families 
concerned.  Perhaps  so  much  space  should  not  be  devoted  in  an  Annual 
Report  to  such  a  small  minority  of  tenants,  but  their  problems  are  real 
and  the  endeavours  made  by  the  individual  members  of  the  Housing 
Management  Committee  are  worthwhile  and  would  have  a  greater 
impact  if  there  were  this  willingness  to  come  forward  for  interview 
when  so  invited. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Workshop  for  the 
Elderly  Centre,  established  in  the  Library  grounds.  Since  this  Centre 
began,  it  has  had  to  overcome  many  difficulties  with  regard  to  obtaining 
the  interest  of  the  elderly  for  whom  it  was  designed,  of  obtaining 
suitable  work  from  Industry  in  the  town  and  endeavouring  to  meet 
those  inevitable  financial  committments  arising  out  of  such  a  venture. 
A  report  on  the  work  carried  out  at  the  Centre,  during  last  year,  is 
included  in  the  body  of  the  report.  It  is  refreshing  to  be  able  to  record 
that  Industrialists  of  the  town  appear  to  have  found  a  suitable  niche  for 
this  worthwhile  project  giving  much  pleasure,  part-time  employment 
and  fellowship  to  the  elderlv  of  the  town. 

At  the  present  time,  both  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  are 
held  at  the  Centre  and  any  elderly  retired  person,  interested  in  the 
morning  session,  should  obtain  the  appropriate  application  form  from 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg. 

Anyone  having  work  which  they  think  the  Centre  could  undertake 
should  contact  the  Supervisor,  Mrs.  Wood,  telephone  Long  Eaton 
4207.  The  support  of  all  voluntary  bodies  in  the  town,  including  the 
Rotary  Club,  Inner  Wheel,  Soroptimists,  etc.,  not  forgetting  the  keen 
enthusiasm  of  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg  and  his  family,  is  greatly  appreciated. 
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During  the  year,  a  new  organisation  to  help  the  elderly  citizens 
in  their  homes,  by  visiting  and  carrying  out  such  help  as  shopping, 
changing  library  books,  friendly  and  social  visiting,  with  particuar 
reference  to  the  home-bound  and  handicapped,  was  created.  These 
tasks  are  undertaken  by  the  younger  citizens  of  the  town  and  it  must 
surely  be  a  source  of  great  encouragement  to  the  town  to  know  their 
young  people  are  prepared  to  make  this  their  contribution  to  the 
elderly  citizens.  The  thanks  of  the  town  are  due  to  these  enthusiastic 
and  willing  younger  citizens  and  to  those  who  saw  the  need  and 
created  what  has  now  come  to  be  known  as  the  ‘Life  Line  Organisation’. 
A  report  of  their  work  is  included  in  the  body  of  this  Annual  Report. 

The  town  suffered  a  great  loss  by  the  death  of  Dr.  John  Moir, 
who  had  been  a  family  doctor  in  the  town  since  1918.  He  was  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  this  Authority  from  1921  to  1955,  past  Chairman 
of  the  Derby  and  Derbyshire  BALA.  Division,  and  a  representative 
on  the  Nottingham  University  Council,  Local  Medical  Committee; 
Executive  Council.  His  invigorating  approach  to  all  matters  medical 
and  his  kindly  and  expert  dealings  with  his  patients  will  be  sadly 
missed  by  all,  not  least  his  two  partners  Dr.  J.  A.  Rudin  and  Dr.  J.  H. 
Foster. 

The  Council  owns  2,284  houses,  including  nine  Group  Schemes 
for  the  elderly.  One  being  situated  at  Chantry  Close,  under  the  able 
wardenship  of  Airs.  R.  Frith.  With  this  scheme  there  is  also  a  common 
room  and  community  facilities  are  available  for  the  residents.  The 
other  group  schemes  are  situated  on  the  Draycott  Road  (3),  Southfield, 
Petersham  Estate  (2),  Bonsall  Court  and  Romorantin  Place.  Mrs.  L. 
Clack,  Mrs.  E.  Fletcher,  Miss  M.  Turner,  Miss  E.  Glazebrook,  Mrs.  M. 
Cox,  Mrs.  H.  Ramshall,  Mrs.  I.  Pinson  and  Airs.  M.  G.  Vickers 
undertake  the  work  of  wardens.  There  are  no  community  facilities 
available  with  these  schemes  and  the  Old  People  in  the  vicinity  of 
Sawley  are  expected  to  use  the  amenities  available  at  the  Commnuitv 
Hall.  In  addition,  bungalows  have  been  erected  in  groups  on  other 
estates. 

There  is  a  lounge  provided  for  the  residents  at  Romorantin 
Place. 

Aly  grateful  thanks  go  to  all  the  Council’s  Wardens  for  the  way 
they  carry  out  their  work  with  the  elderly.  It  is  certainly  a  labour  of 
love,  as  the  post  is  only  rated  as  a  part-time  appointment  and  paid 
accordingly. 

The  Council  continues  to  erect  bungalows  but  even  then,  the 
time  an  old  aged  person  can  expect  to  wait  is  six  years. 

During  the  year  39  council  dwellings  were  erected  compared 
with  24  for  the  previous  year.  Over  the  same  period,  private  enterprise 
erected  180  compared  with  433  the  year  before.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  Council  accommodation  now  provided  is  very  different  to  that  ot 
the  recent  past.  Central  heating  of  the  warm  air  type  is  provided  at 
Kirkwhitc  House  and  Bonsall  Court  and  Romorantin  Place.  The 
amenities  of  such  accommodation  is  a  far  cry  from  dwellings  erected 
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prior  to  1939.  In  addition,  private  housing  lias  the  opportunity  of 
providing  amenities  sueh  as  hot  water  supply,  inside  \\  bathroom, 
kitchen  and  food  storage  facilities  by  improvement  grants,  which  are 
availrble  from  this  Council.  Here  is  something  of  advantage  to  tenant 
and  landlord.  During  the  year  the  council  declared  Regent  Street  and 
Granville  Avenue  Improvement  areas. 

The  health  of  the  town,  as  shown  by  medical  statistics,  remained 
at  a  high  level,  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  being 
295.  The  birth  rate  was  20-14  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  the  crude 
death  rate  was  10-72  per  1,000  of  the  population.  There  were  no 
maternal  deaths  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  12-12  per  1,000  live 
births. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  town  for  20  years  and 
there  have  been  no  deaths  from  this  condition  for  24  years. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  apace  throughout  the  year 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  oral  vaccine  is  now  accepted  throughout 
the  town  by  all  general  practitioners  and  members  of  the  public. 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  programme  in  Senior  Schools  has 
continued  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  head-teachers  and  staff, 
and  below  arc  given  the  acceptance  rate  for  the  various  schools,  along 
with  the  comparable  figures  for  1966.

Coleman,  Mrs.  T.  Warhurst,  Mrs.  R.  Collins  and  Mrs.  A.  Khagure, 
and  my  secretary,  Mrs.  J.  Cooper,  for  their  great  assistance  in  all 
health  matters. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  dental 
practitioners  in  Long  Eaton  for  their  continuing  co-operation  and 
assistance  in  operating  the  arrangements  for  Emergency  Dental  Treat¬ 
ment  of  school  children. 

The  good  work  carried  out  by  the  Long  Eaton  Chest  Clinic 
continues  under  the  leadership  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician, 
Dr.  H.  Morrow-Brown  with  the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitors. 

Dr.  Morris,  Consultant  Psychiatrist  and  his  colleagues  from  the 
Kingsway  Hospital,  man  the  Psychiatric  Clinic  which  is  held  in  the 
Old  Hall  Grounds.  Both  these  valuable  hospital  out-patient  services 
will  be  available  in  the  new  Civic  Centre. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Home  Safety  Committee  held  an 
exhibition  at  the  Public  Library,  which  was  opened  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Council  and  supported  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Safety 
Committee.  There  was,  therefore,  a  good  send-off  to  the  exhibition 
and  a  pleasing  feature  was  the  presence  of  the  l  ire  Service  personnel

who  proved  invaluable  on  these  occasions.  Exhibitors  were  the  County 
Fire  Service,  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Long  Eaton  Home  Safety 
Committee,  Derbyshire  Home  Safety  Committee,  Gas  and  Electricity 
Undertakings. 

One  outstanding  feature  was  the  excellent  demonstration  of 
artificial  resuscitation  including  artificial  respiration  and  cardiac 
massage  given  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  under  the  guidance 
of  Mr.  Boswell.  This  practical  demonstration  was  further  supported 
by  a  Loop  Film  on  artificial  respiration  which  ran  continuously  as 
long  as  the  exhibition  was  open. 

A  report  on  the  Long  Eaton  Sick  Nursing  Association,  now  called 
the  Long  Eaton  Physiotherapy  Centre,  has  been  received  from  Miss 
M.  M.  Adkin,  and  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

During  the  year  a  Mechanical  Dewatering  Plant  was  installed  at 
the  Council  Sewage  Works,  at  a  cost  of  £80,000,  to  deal  with  the 
sludge  problems  arising  at  these  works. 

A  Flood  Relief  Scheme  was  prepared  by  the  Council’s  consultant 
engineers  in  connection  with  the  New  Sawley  Brook  at  a  cost  of 
£147,000.  The  Council  is  ever  mindful  of  the  flood  danger  to  the  town. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  P.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derby¬ 
shire  College  of  Agriculture,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley  for  making 
available  the  full  meteorological  information  for  1967. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  my 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  A.  A.  Wild,  m.a.p.h.i.,  a.m.inst.p.c., 
and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure. 

My  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year. 
To  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  F.  Turner,  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  Mr.  B.  Conquest,  Treasurer  and  Mr.  C.  G.  Browne, 
Librarian,  for  their  unfailing  help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

There  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 


Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  Guthrie,  M.B.Ch.B.,  Medical  Director 
of  the  Nottingham  Area  No.  2  Mass  Radiography  Unit  for  the  following 
report  on  the  survey  carried  out  by  the  Unit  during  the  period  18th 
to  31st  December,  1967. 

1,451  of  the  general  public  were  X-rayed  as  compared  with  2,690 
in  1965.  As  regards  the  lower  response,  I  can  offer  no  reason  for  this. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  26%  of  the  examinees  were  X-rayed  for 
the  first  time  by  this  Unit. 

We  did  not  discover  very  much  on  this  occasion,  the  only  sig¬ 
nificant  cases  being  two  of  observation  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and 
they  have  been  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  further  investigation. 
In  both  cases  the  pulmonary  lesion  was  small.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


November  1966  to  October  1967 


Before  presenting  the  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the 
year  ending  31st  October,  1967  the  committee  would  like  to  pay  tribute 
to  the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  I.  Taylor,  O.B.E.,  who  had  been 
Chairman  of  the  Association  for  many  years,  and  a  founder  member  of 
the  Long  Eaton  Sick  Nursing  Association.  With  his  death  last  Novem¬ 
ber,  the  Centre  lost  an  inspired  and  dedicated  worker,  whose  zeal  and 
concern  for  its  future  service  to  the  townspeople  of  Long  Eaton  and 
district  was  always  his  paramount  consideration. 

Tribute  must  also  be  paid  to  the  late  Mrs.  J.  W.  Mills,  our  Vice- 
Chairman,  who  prior  to  her  illness  two  years  ago  was  an  indefatigable 
worker  for  the  Centre  and  all  it  stood  for  in  the  town.  Her  smiling  and 
ever  cheerful  personality  and  enthusiasm  for  any  cause  she  sponsored 
endeared  her  to  us  all.  We  shall  always  ermember  with  grateful  thanks 
and  appreciation  the  services  rendered  to  the  Centre  by  Mr.  Taylor 
and  Mrs.  Mills  and  would  place  on  record  our  deep  sense  of  personal 
loss. 


This  year  began  under  great  strain  and  difficulties  due  to  the 
problem  of  replacing  our  Physiotherapist  Mr.  Beesley,  whose  sudden 
resignation  in  August  left  us  without  anyone  in  charge  at  the  Centre. 
However,  with  the  appointment  on  the  1st  January,  1967  of  Mr.  D.  E. 
Farmer,  we  are  happy  to  state  that  with  each  month  the  Centre  is 
gradually  overcoming  its  problems  and  we  shall  soon  be  again  working 
to  maximum  capacity.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  Mr.  Farmer  and  his 
receptionist,  Miss  Stevenson,  for  the  excellent  service  now  being  given, 
and  for  the  fact  that  all  patients  are  now  being  treated  according  to 
their  various  needs. 

During  the  year  5,500  treatments  were  given  and  £1,012  12s.  6d. 
received.  This  is  an  understandable  decrease  in  treatments  which  for 
the  aforementioned  reasons  was  unavoidable.  The  treatments  included 
Diathermy,  Wax  Bath,  Radiant  Heat,  Sunray  and  remedial  exercises. 

On  the  financial  side  our  Income  has  shown  an  increase  of 
£541  11s.  lOd.  and  our  Annual  Accounts  show  an  excess  of  expenditure 
over  income  of  £777  6s.  3d. 

We  are  particularly  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Long  Eaton 
Youth  Club  for  their  splendid  effort  on  our  behalf,  which  enabled  us 
to  purchase  a  badly  needed  short  wave  machine.  Also  our  grateful 
thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Long  Eaton  Round 
Table,  and  the  Long  Eaton  Ladies  Circle,  for  their  generous  donations. 
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To  the  ladies  of  the  Inner  Wheel,  the  Soroptimists,  the  Long 
Eaton  Rotary  Club,  the  Long  Eaton  Townswomen’s  Guild,  the  Long 
Eaton  Co-operative  Society,  and  all  members  of  the  public  and  other 
interested  firms  and  organisations  in  the  town  who  have  continued 
their  practical  support  and  shown  such  interest  on  our  behalf,  thus 
helping  us  to  tide  over  our  difficulties  and  so  help  provide  for  the 
citizens  of  Long  Eaton  and  district  the  excellent  service  and  facilities 
which  are  now  available  at  the  Centre,  which  is  still  the  only  Centre 
in  the  town  to  serve  the  increasing  demand  by  the  people  of  Long  Eaton 
for  Physiotherapy,  massage,  heat  and  other  treatments,  our  grateful 
thanks  are  due,  and  with  their  help  we  look  forward  with  renewed 
confidence  to  1968.

LONG  EATON  WORK  AND  FELLOWSHIP  ASSOCIATION 

FOR  THE  ELDERLY 


REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  DECEMBER,  1967 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  provide  facilities  for  elderly 
persons  for  social,  physical  and  mental  training  and  recreation  through 
the  medium  of  remunerative  employment  under  protected  conditions. 
It  is  administered  by  a  Committee  formed  o)  persons  nominated  by 
Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council,  Derbyshire  County  Council, 
Long  Eaton  Old  Peoples’  Welfare  Committee,  Long  Eaton  Rotary 
Club  and  various  other  organisations  in  the  district  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  elderly. 

The  workroom  is  situate  at  the  back  of  the  new  Elder  Citizens 
Centre  in  Broad  Street,  and  the  Association  pay  an  economic  rental  to 
the  Council  of  £200  a  year,  but  the  County  Council  and  the  Urban 
District  Council  each  make  an  annual  grant  of  £50.  Various  other 
bodies  have  made  donations  during  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1967,  including  £50  from  the  Rotary  Club,  £50  from  the  Round  Table 
and  £125  through  the  auspices  of  the  Employment  Fellowship,  the 
national  organisation  whose  object  is  to  promote  the  formation  of 
Workshops  for  the  Elderly.  Rates  are  excused  by  the  Council. 

The  workroom  has  20  pensioners  on  its  books  operating  in  two 
shifts,  the  first  from  10  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  and  the  second  from  1  p.m.  to 
4  p.m.,  and  the  workroom  is  open  five  days  a  week.  The  Pensioners 
obviously  enjoy  the  social  contacts  which  they  make  at  the  workroom, 
and  the  Supervisor  reports  that  the  regular  but  gently  exercise  entailed 
in  carrying  out  the  various  jobs  helps  to  maintain  them  active,  healthy 
and  interested. 

A  great  variety  of  work  is  now  carried  out  including  assembling 
of  bobbins,  plastic  bags,  transfers  and  hair  nets,  stitching  of  corsetry 
tabs  and  mattress  covers,  stitching  labels  on  jumpers,  etc.,  sorting 
screws,  rolling  boot  laces,  assembling  pencil  boxes,  winding  rubber 
tubing  and  manufacturing  bird  boxes,  dolls,  leather  goods,  dusters  and 
library  book  covers. 

The  Association  charges  the  same  rates  for  their  work  as  manu¬ 
facturers  would  have  to  pay  in  the  normal  way,  and  the  amount  paid 
out  in  wages  to  the  pensioners  is  marginally  less  than  the  income  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  work  done.  This  leaves  the  bulk  of  the  Supervisor’s 
salary  and  the  overheads,  other  than  rent  or  rates,  to  be  raised  by 
charitable  efforts  and  appeals.  During  the  year  a  Flag  Day  was  held, 
organised  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Perks  and  assisted  by  a  small  team  of  well- 
wishers,  which  raised  about  £80  to  help  meet  these  overhead  expenses. 
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During  the  year  the  committee  met  on  two  occasions  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Mr.  W.  Wilcox  who  has  been  responsible  for  most 
of  the  effort  made  in  securing  suitable  work  for  the  Pensioners  to  carry 
out.  Many  problems  have  had  to  be  faced,  consisting  at  times  of 
shortage  of  work,  at  other  times  too  much  work  and  not  enough 
employees,  and  almost  always  a  shortage  of  money.  At  this  present 
time  the  Association  is  financially  sound  and  in  credit,  and  there  is  a 
good  supply  of  work.  Any  elderly  resident  of  Long  Eaton  wishing  to 
take  advantage  of  the  facilities  of  the  workroom  could  be  accommodated 
in  the  morning  session,  and  should  apply  to  the  Supervisor  at  the  work¬ 
room. 

The  Association  is  most  fortunate  in  having  the  benefit  of  the 
services  of  a  most  excellent  Supervisor  in  Mrs.  Wood,  who  has  the 
right  temperament  for  creating  a  happy  spirit  in  the  workroom  and 
yet  is  able  to  get  a  very  satisfactory  turn-out  of  work  when  it  is  available. 
When  there  has  been  a  flood  of  work  she  has  performed  wonders  in 
the  most  important  task  of  keeping  the  customers  content  by  maintaining 
essential  delivery  dates,  often  assisted  by  her  family.

“LIFELINE” 

“Lifeline”  was  originated  in  October,  1967,  with  the  express 
intention  of  young  people  helping  the  elder  citizens  in  the  town  in  as 
many  ways  as  possible  to  alleviate  discomfort  and  loneliness. 

Since  that  date  in  October  1967  the  organisation  has  flourished  and 
is  now  helping  dozens  of  elderly  people  in  many  ways  from  just  popping 
in  to  read  or  chat,  to  shopping  and  cleaning  etc. 

The  town  is  split  into  areas  and  each  area  is  controlled  by  a 
Secretary.  When  a  name  is  given  to  the  organisation  of  a  person  who 
may  need  help  or  assistance  the  Secretary  calls  first  to  establish  the 
first  contact.  Each  Secretary  has  a  pool  of  young  people  and  can  call 
on  them  at  short  notice  to  perform  most  of  the  requests  made  by  the 
elderly  people  concerned. 

Everyone  who  works  for  “Lifeline”  is  given  a  card  with  their 
name  on  and  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  the  appropriate  Area  Sec¬ 
retary,  this  shows  that  the  person  visiting  is  an  official  member  of 
“Lifeline”  and  gives  the  elderly  person  concerned  confidence  in  them. 

Since  its  establishment  “Lifeline”  has  received  help,  money-wise, 
from  the  Long  Eaton  Rotary  Club  and  although  the  main  expenses 
occur  with  postage  it  is  hoped  that  with  other  contributions  other 
forms  of  aid  and  assistance  can  be  given. 

Two  members  of  “Lifeline”,  Councillor  D.  R.  Ashmore  and 
Miss  Yvonne  Butler  have  been  appointed  to  serve  on  the  O.A.P. 
Welfare  Committee. 

Each  month  members,  secretaries  and  interested  people  meet 
for  group  discussion  and  progress  reports.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  MARCH,  1968 

1.  Committee.  There  were  9  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  3 
meetings  of  the  Sub-Committee.  The  average  attendance  was  23  out 
of  a  membership  of  40. 

2.  Representation.  The  Committee  was  represented  at  the 
quarterly  meetings  of  the  North  Midland  Accident  Prevention  Fed¬ 
eration,  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Federation,  the  Long 
Eaton  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council,  and  at  the  National  Road 
Safety  Congress  held  in  London. 

3.  Accident  Statistics.  In  1967  there  were  276,942  personal  injury 
accidents  on  the  roads  of  Great  Britain,  resulting  in  369,978  casualties, 
and  a  death  roll  of  7,319.  The  number  of  accidents  decreased  by  5T% 
the  casualties  by  5-7%  and  the  number  of  deaths  by  8-3%.  Undoubtedly 
the  introduction  of  the  breathalyser  tests  helped  to  reduce  the  number 
of  accidents.  In  Long  Eaton  there  were  190  (214)  accidents,  3  (4)  of 
which  were  fatal,  121  (110)  involving  personal  injury  and  115  (95) 
damage  only.  58  (51)  of  these  involved  dogs. 

The  figures  in  brackets  are  for  1966. 

4.  Campaigns.  During  the  year  4  campaigns  were  organised, 
viz. :  Seat  Belts,  Road  Safety  Fortnight  on  the  theme  Stop  Accidents, 
Christmas  Campaign  and  Safe  Tyres  Campaign. 

5.  Cycling  Training.  During  the  year  1967,  a  total  of  127  school 
children  were  trained  under  the  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme,  of  whom 
85  were  successful  in  obtaining  national  certificates  and  badges.  Thanks 
are  due  to  the  schools  who  undertook  the  training,  and  to  our  own 
team  of  instructors  and  examiners. 

6.  Cycle  Reliability  Trial.  In  view  of  the  inclement  weather 
experienced  when  holding  this  trial  in  November  each  year,  it  was 
decided  that  in  future  the  trial  be  held  in  July.  Arrangements  will  be 
made  for  this  to  be  done. 

7.  Junior  Accident  Prevention  Federation.  The  Junior  Council 
continue  to  meet  regularly  each  month,  and  have  made  several  useful 
suggestions  for  road  safety.  They  have  also  assisted  with  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  propaganda  material  in  connection  with  the  Road  Safety 
Campaigns.  A  successful  New  Year  Party  was  organised  by  the  members 

8.  Trophies  for  Schools.  The  Harold  Wells  Trophy  for  gaining 
the  highest  number  of  passes  in  the  Cycling  Proficiency  Scheme  was 
again  awarded  to  the  Roper  School,  and  the  Olive  Scraton  1  rophy 
for  Junior  Schools  was  awarded  to  Longmoor  Boys  School. 


9.  Tufty  Club.  A  campaign  was  held  during  the  year  to  increase 
membership  ol  the  Tufty  Club  in  Long  Eaton.  The  number  of  new 
members  was  41  and  membership  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme 
totals  326. 

10.  Lookout  Club.  23  members  were  enrolled  in  the  Lookout 
Club,  the  membership  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  being  628. 

1 1.  Safe  Driving  Awards.  Several  local  firms  entered  their  drivers 
in  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Accidents,  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made  to  drivers 
employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council,  Allied  Iron- 
founders  Ltd.  and  Elson  &  Robbins  Ltd. 

12.  Neo  Attractor  Sign.  Good  use  was  made  of  the  Neo  Attractor 
sign  during  the  year.  The  sign  was  used  to  advertise  the  Road  Safety 
Fortnight,  and  with  various  messages,  was  on  display  at  the  Pubic 
Library,  Therm  House,  Highfields  School  and  the  Roper  School. 

13.  Talks.  Two  excellent  talks,  one  on  the  Breathalyser  and  the 
other  on  The  Law  relating  to  Parking  and  Vehicle  Lighting,  were 
given  to  the  Committee  by  Chief  Inspector  F.  Troughton,  who  has 
also  given  other  talks  on  road  safety  to  various  organisations  in  the 
town . 

I  gave  a  talk  on  road  safety  to  the  15th  Long  Eaton  Cub  Pack, 
as  a  result  of  which  several  joined  the  Lookout  Club. 

14.  Matters  Dealt  With.  During  the  year,  various  matters  have 
received  the  attention  of  the  Committee,  including  riding  on  pave¬ 
ments,  bus  service — Sawley,  Barrier  Rails,  Car  Parking  at  Schools, 
Speeding  on  Petersham  Estate,  Highway  Code  for  the  Deaf,  Bus  Bays, 
Tamworth  Road  Bollards,  Street  Names  and  Numbers,  Ice  Cream 
Vans,  Cycling  in  Twitchells,  Street  Orderly  Carts,  Newspaper  Delivery 
by  School  Children,  Road  Safety  on  Television,  Market  Place/High 
Street  Junction,  Traffic  Bollards — Derby  Road,  Parking — Conway 
Street  and  George  Avenue,  School  Crossing  Patrols  and  Orchard 
Street  Car  Park. 

The  Committee  record  their  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
received  from  the  Surveyor  and  the  Highways  Committee  in  road 
safety  matters. 

15.  Expenditure.  The  total  expenditure  during  the  year  was 
£ 277  against  an  estimate  of  £264. 

16.  Conclusion.  In  concluding  this  report  sincere  tribute  is  paid 
to  all  who  have  assisted  in  any  wav  with  the  furtherance  of  road  safety 
in  the  town. 
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LONG  EATON  HOME  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  FOR  1967 


The  principal  event  organised  by  the  Long  Eaton  Home  Safety 
Committee  during  1967  was  the  holding  of  a  Home  Safety  Exhibition 
at  the  Public  Library.  With  the  good  offices  of  the  Library  Committee 
and  their  Chief  Librarian,  Mr.  C.  G.  Browne  and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  M. 
Gordon,  this  was  duly  opened  by  Councillor  J.  T.  Martin,  j.p.,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Council,  supported  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Safety 
Committee.  There  was,  therefore,  a  good  send-off  to  the  exhibition 
and  a  pleasing  feature  was  the  presence  of  the  Fire  Service  personnel, 
who  prove  invaluable  on  these  occasions.  Exhibitors  were  the  County 
Fire  Service,  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  Long  Eaton  Home  Safety 
Committee,  Derbyshire  Home  Safety  Committee,  Gas  and  Electricity 
Undertakings. 

One  outstanding  feature  was  the  excellent  demonstrations  of 
artificial  respiration  and  cardiac  massage  given  by  the  St.  John  Ambu¬ 
lance  Brigade,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Boswell.  This  practical 
demonstration  was  further  supported  by  a  loop  film  on  artificial 
respiration  which  ran  continuously  as  long  as  the  exhibition  was  open. 

The  Committee  also  accepted  the  design  of  a  safety  medicine 
chest  produced  by  the  County  Welfare  Dept,  at  the  Chesterfield 
Workshop  for  the  Handicapped.  The  Committee  placed  these  on  offer 
to  the  public  at  25s.  Od.  each  and  a  number  have  already  been  sold. 

Representatives  of  the  Committee  attended  the  North  Midlands 
Area  No.  4  Home  Safety  Group  quarterly  meetings  and  also  the 
National  Home  Safety  Conference,  in  London. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  Committee  considered 
the  question  of  plastic  bags  being  left  on  doorsteps  by  rag  collectors 
and  the  danger  to  children  if  they  placed  the  bags  over  their  heads. 
It  was  decided  to  ask  the  local  Council  to  approach  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  with  a  view  to  the  adoption  of  bye¬ 
laws  to  prevent  this  practice.

WATER  SUPPLY 


I  am  indebted  to  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  the 

following  information  relating  to  Water  Supply: 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  waters.  A 
total  of  05  bacteriological,  8  chemical  and  86  partial  chamical 
samples  were  taken  from  consumers’  premises  during  the  year. 
Of  the  bacteriological  samples  taken,  3  indicated  the  presence 
of  coliforms.  Further  check  samples  taken  were  satisfactory. 

The  area  is  supplied  mainly  from  the  Drum  Hill  Reservoir, 
where  water  from  the  Board’s  Little  Eaton  Works  is  blended 
with  water  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  A  typical 
analysis  of  the  water  supplied  is  attached  hereto. 

(c)  The  Derwent  Valley  water  is,  by  statute,  required  to  be  treated 
for  the  prevention  of  plumbo-solvency  and  is,  in  fact,  so  treated. 
The  water  from  the  Little  Eaton  source  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 
Samples  are  taken  throughout  the  Board’s  area  regularly  for 
examination  for  lead  content.  Some  two  hundred  have  been 
examined  during  the  year  and  none  have  shown  the  presence  of 
lead. 

(d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1967 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Department  during  1967. 


Housing 

During  the  year  1967  119  dwellings  were  let  as  follows:  24  for 
rehousing  tenants  from  condemned  property,  1 1  to  emergency  cases, 
44  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately  two  and  a 
half  years,  5  to  tenants  with  families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying 
two  bedroomed  houses,  19  to  tenants  allowed  to  transfer  from  one 
council  house  to  another,  2  to  council  employees,  and  14  bungalows 
and  flats  to  old  age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  252  housing  applications  and  73  applica¬ 
tions  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  problem  of  future  sites  for  tipping  remains,  but  during  the 
year  this  problem  was  eased  by  using  a  garden  allotment  site  adjacent 
to  the  tip  road  for  refuse  disposal  purposes. 

At  the  latter  stage  of  the  year,  informal  talks  at  officer  level  were 
held  with  a  neighbouring  authority  to  discuss  mutual  problems  con¬ 
cerning  disposal  and  the  possibility  of  a  joint  disposal  scheme  was 
considered. 

A  new  bulldozer  and  scraper  were  purchased  for  work  at  the  tip 
both  of  which  have  proved  satisfactory  and  a  third  continuous  loading 
vehicle  was  delivered  which  has  strengthened  the  refuse  collection 
fleet. 


Slum  Clearance 

A  Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  September  in  regard  to  the  Queen 
Street  Clearance  Areas  and  later  in  the  year  confirmation  of  the  Orders 
was  received  from  the  Ministry.

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  J.  Markland,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : — 

119  samples,  including  38  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.  during  the  year  1967. 

A  sample  of  Untreated  Milk  contained  a  small  amount  of  added 
water.  The  producer  was  cautioned. 

Samples  of  Sauce  and  Raspberry  Vineger  both  had  unsatisfactory 
labels.  Representations  were  made  to  the  manufacturers  and  amended 
labels  are  now  in  use. 

The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

A  sample  of  Self-Raising  Flour  was  examined  for  your  Authority 
following  a  consumer  complaint. 

The  sample  was  roughly  spherical,  cream  in  colour  and  about 
three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  It  was  coated  with  flour. 

The  sample  consisted  of  wheat  flour  which  was  stuck  together 
in  the  form  of  a  moderately  hard  lump,  probably  as  a  result  of  becoming 
damp.  There  was  live  mould  inside  the  sample.
